The Bones Are Genuine. 

The opening up of a grave on St. 
Anne’s Island, said to contain the 
bones of the great Chief Tecumseh, 
brought considerable criticism’ on ‘ter- 
tain Wallaceburg citizens about a 
year ago. St. Anne’s Island is a low, 
flat piece of land in the river channel 
off west of Wallaceburg and had of- 
ten been claimed to be the burial 
place of the Indian chief. Those who 
conducted the work of digging up the 
bones felt certain that they had the 
actual remains of Tecumseh, but there 
was instant criticism from various 
parts, not only over the unauthorized 
deseeration of the grave, but also over 
the possibility of the bones not being 
those of Tecumseh at all. 

It is now stated that the Board of 
Trade of the town wih bring forward 
evidence to prove that no mistake 
was made in opening the grave, and 
that it is really the bones of Tecum- | 
seh which were found, 

Part of this proof will be in an af- 
fidavit concerning the statemelt made 
by an aged Indian woman that the 
bones in the grave were those of Te- 
cumseh. This old squaw is said to 
have been present when the grave 
was opened and to have made her 
statement’ there. as well as’ elsewhere 
that the searchers were on the right 
track. Her statement is said to have 
been most emphatic in this respect, 
and this may count in showing the 
truth of the matter.

To Withstand Earthquakes. 

A new method of constructing the 
foundations of buildings in order to 
prevent as much as possible earth- 
quake shocks from beiug communicat- 
ed to the buildings has been devised 
and patented by Dr. J, A. Calanta- 
rients of Scarborough. In this sys- 
tem the foundation, which is built in 
the usual manner, is faced with bard 
material, such as granite or iron, and 
npon this facing layers of talc, mica 


ited, each layer being dusted with pow- 
dered talc, mica, asbestos, soapstone 
or sand, or mats of asbestos, etc., may 
be used without the plates of tale. 
| Siabs of granite or iron placed on this 
prepared zone form the base of the 
superstructure, The object of the ar- 
rangement is in the case of an earth- 
quake to allow the building to slide 
laterally. The service pipes are flex- 
ible at the point where they issue 
from the ground.—London Mail,

asked for in regard to trade, industry, 
ete., will keep the census bureau 


busy for that length of time. The 
total population will not be definitely 
known until October, though an ap- 
proximate figure may be given a 
month or so earlier. 

The returns will begin to. come in 
from the cities in about a fortnight’s 
time, but the enumerators have three 
weeks’ time allowed to collect their 
work and the commissioners are al- 
lowed another month in which to for- 
ward return to Ottawa, The work of 
tabulation and compilation will be 
done at the census bureau here, by 
specially divided tabulating and com- 
piling machines, similar to those used 
in Washington for the census of last 
year. 

Charles W. Spicer, an official of the 
American census bureau who has been 
temporarily borrowed by the Cana- 
dian bureau, is now in Toronto sup- 
erintending the manufacture of a 
number of machines to be used 
tabulating the schedules turned in by 
the enumerators. Reports from cen- 
sus bureau officials who haye been re- 
viewing reports as to the prospective 
work required for the commissioners 
in the various parts of the Dominion, 
indicated that the population in many 
districts is considerably larger than 
was estimated. The final figures will 
probably show a population increase 
of about 50 per cent, during the de- 
cade. West of the Great Lakes it -is 
estimated there are now about a mil- 
lion and a @alf more people than 
there were in 1901. Eastern Canada 
should show an increase of a little 
over a million and a quarter. 


POTATO GROWING COMPETITION 


Competition Open to Potato Growers 
of the Whole North American 
Continent 
Calgary.—Among the premiums of- 
fered at the New York land and irri- 
gation exposition in Madison Square 
Gardens, next November, is a $1,000 
silver trophy cup, presented by Mr. 
Stillwell, which is open to competition 
of potato growers of the whole North 

American continent. 

Circular letters are being sent out 
by the Canadian‘ Pacific Irrigation 
Colonization Co., to the department of 
agriculture of each of the four West- 
ern provinces, and to the secretaries 
of agricultural societies in each pro- 
vince, outlining the. possibilities. 

The exhibit need not be from one 
grower only but from any society, pro- 
vince or district, which may collect 
the best samples grown and_ enter 
them as one exhibit. In the award- 
ing of the prize the following quali- 
ties will be considered: Smoothness, 
marketable quality, flush eyes, uni- 
formity of size, and yield of each 
variety per acre, officially surveyed as 
sworn by the grower. " 

Since the competition is open to 
America, the value in advertising is 
very great. 


ONE VICTORY FOR ROYAL BANK 


In No Hurry About Hurrying the 
Alberta and Great Waterway 
Case Along ; 

Edmonton,—Mr. Justice Beck, sit- 
ting in’ chambers, recently refused the 
application made on behalf of the pro- 
vince by Deputy Attorney General 
Clarry, to have the Royal Bank case 
set down for hearing at the June ses- 
sions of the, supreme court in Edmon- 
ton. Application was opposed by 
Frank Ford, K.C., representing the 
Alberta and Great Waterways railway 
and the Canada West Construction 
company on the ground that sufficient 
reason was given in the defence to the 
action filed by those defendants why 
the case should’ not be heard in June. 

Justice Beck decided that such was 
the case so hearing of the action will 
stand over till sitting of the supreme 
court in September, unless the appeal 
is taken from the decision of Mr. 
Justice Beck at the June sittings of 
the court en bane in Calgary. 


Big Procession, Over Mile Long. 

London.—The details of the coro- 
nation procession are now sufficiently 
completed to show that it will be a 
splendid. cavalcade, over a mile long. 
The representatives of the foreign 
countries will not ride in the proces- 
sion, but will be accommodated with 
seats on the stands alongside the 
route, Crown Prince Gustave Adolph 
ot Sweden, and the crown princess, 
have arrived in London for the coro- 
nation.

Should Dominions Be Consulted 


London.—At the Imperial confer- 
ence recently, Premier Fisher, of 
Australia, said that the time had 


arrived when each state should be in- 
formed and if need be consulted be- 
}fore Britain entered into any arrange- 
{ments with other countries by which 
|the interests of all were affected. 

Sir Edward Grey said that consulta- 
tion had been given the right to make 
her own treaties. It might embarrass 
the home government if it had to 
consult the dominions and if the do- 
minions insisted it would imply that 
they should take part’ in that war. 
On the whole the matter had better 
be left entirely to the home govern- 
ment.

ant results of the conference.

We can scarcely 
think that these were the only Pass- 
overs kept, but these six are the only 
ones recorded. If we include the one 
} that the Lord Jesus so greatly desired 
| to keep with his disciples (Luke xxii), 

then we have a record of just seven 
great Passovers, Of the lessons for 
our own souls let us never forget the 
words, ‘‘When I see the blood I will 
pass over you.” It: was not the blood 
and something else, but simply and 
only the applied blood of the slain 
| lamb that gave safety. See Lev. xvii, 
11; Heb. ix, 22; Rev. i, 5, 6; v, 9, 10; 
vii, 14; Eph. i, 7. 

Nothing can by any means add to 
the safety which is ours in Christ 
Jesus, but because of it may the Lord 
grant us a great appetite for the 
Lamb, and as He lived by the Father 
may we, eating Him, live by Him 
| (John vi, 57). This call to all Israel 
jto turn to the Lord might truly be 
spoken of as a last call to the ten 
tribes, for six years later they were 
carried captive by the king of Assyria. 
As the posts passed from city to city 
through Ephraim and Manasseh, even 
unto Zebulun, some laughed them to 
scorn and mocked them, but some 
humbled themseves and came to Jer- 
usalem (verses 10, 11).

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A LAND RUSH, why 


Remarkable Scene In Lethbridge Re 
cently When Reserve Was Opened. 


Lethbridge was the scene of a no- 
vel and almost historical event a few 
days ago, when 974 men lined up, 
many of them waiting for days, for 
the allotment of land in twenty-one 
townships whieh were thrown open 
for settlement in Southern Alberta, 
down by the Montana boundary. The 
rush was probably the biggest one of 
the kind in the history of the Cana- 
dian West, and the wait for some of 
the men lasted from Thursday night 
until Monday morning. 

Amongst the crowd were old men 
and young men: men who possessed 
thousands of dollars and others whose 
capital was mainly to be found in 
Strong muscles and willingness to 
work; there was a man on crutches; 
there were also women—one of them 
with a child in her arms. There wero 
Doukhobors,. Germans, Frenchmen, 
Italians, Britishers, Canadians and 
citizens of the United States. The pro. 
portion of foreigners of European ex- 
traction was, however, very small, the 
men from the States and others of 
British extraction predominating in 
an overwhelming degree. 

On Saturday afternoon when the 
land office closed for the day the en- 
trance was cleared and_ barricaded, 
leaving only a narrow gateway wide 
enough for one man to pass-through 
at a time, and a chute constructed. 
No sooner was this completed than 
the men immediately formed up in 
line along the fence, and prepared to 
spend the long wait -in the best way 
possible under the  cireumstanices. 
Boxes and planks were requisitioned, 
valises, cushions, furs, etc., arranged 
to secure the maximum of comfort, 
while they kept their long vigil un- 
der the starry canopy of the night. 
Some of the men rolled themselves 
up in coats and rugs and passed the 
night lying on the sidewalk, sleeping 
if possible. But the majority sat or 
stood, engaging in conversation and 
repartee, general good feeling being 
the predominant note. Many of the 
men arranged with others to hold 
their place while they exercised their 
chilled limbs or went to secure food. 

The Owl lunch wagon was drawn 
up opposite the land office and pro- 
vided much-relished hot meals and 
drinks, day and night, 

On Sunday. night there must have 
been quite 300 lined along the north 
and west sides of the block. Early 
Monday morning preparativns were 
made for business. Boxes, ete.. were 
packed, and the line became a con- 
tinuous string of humanity, most of 
the men placing their arms around 
those in front of them to keep any- 
one from crowding in. The later ars 
rivals fell in behind and when the 
office doors were opened at 9.30 men 
were closely lined up along three sides 
of the block. 

In reply to a remark that it seemed 
a shame that some more humane svs- 
tem of allotting these lands was not 
adopted, one of the men in line re- 
plied “that the reward was worth the 
trial. If a man secured a homestead 
and pre-emption it represented $8,000 
for the two days’ wait.” 

The excellent manner in which the 
crowd was handled bv the police waa 
worthy of the highest commend. 
ution. Besides several of the citv vo. 
ice and specials, the Northwest 
Mounted Police also furnished several 
men, mounted and unmounted, and 
their presence doubtless had a salu- 
tory effect on a bunch of men wa, 
from appearances, had plans for en- 
deavoring to secure an undue advan- 
tage over their competitors. 
uring the previous night the same 
men endeavored to form in a bunch 
opposite the barricade, but were 
promptly and politely told to fall in 
in the end of the line or go home. 
A large number of citizens were on 
the spot Monday morning, manv an- 
ticipating that ‘‘there would be 
something doing,” but the police wera 
on the job, and an excellent exhibi- 
tion of the maintenance of law and 
order was all that occurred. 


Earl Gery’s Only Son and Heir. 


Viscount Howick, only son and heir 
of Earl Grey, who was one of the de- 
feated Unionist candidates in the Brit- 
ish general elections, is, like His Ex- 
cellency, an ardent imperialist, and 
the cry was used against him in his 
campaign that the adoption of his 
principles weuld make both the con- 
sumer and the farmer in England 
suffer for the benefit of the colonies. 
His lordship, who was educated at 
Eton and Cambridge, graduating at 
the university with the degree of B.A. 
in 1901, was reported by the Radical 
press as conducting an energetic cam- 
paign and as being a good ovlain 
speaker. After leaving the univer- 
sity, Lord Howick joined the army, 
serving in the First Life Guards for 
a few years and resigning his commus- 
sion to go to South Africa as assist- 
ant secretary to the Earl of Selborne, 
the High Commissioner. In 1906 he 
married Lord Selborne’s only daugh- 
ter and they have two children, 

Although there has not been much 
said about it, Her Excellencv Lauy 
Grey has been in very bad health and 
confined to her room for some two 
weeks, not being able to attend even 
the private house dinners. Her Ex- 
cellency’s malady has been 9 v ner.
